he proposed and unamended 
| Roce Heritage Act, through 

ministerial discretion, protects 
the rights of industry to trash and 
defoliate natural and protected 
areas in the province of Alberta. It 
promulgates the industry-driven 
multiple-use policy masquerading 
as a “protected areas” policy. 

Are Environment Minister Ty 
Lund and his advisors hopelessly 
psychotic in their mad drive to out- 
law wilderness in Alberta? Do they 
think Albertans are gullible and 
perhaps a little stupid? 

For a large part of the answer, 
we must examine the murky under- 
pinnings of conservative culture in 
Alberta. Many Conservative MLAs 
have rural roots. They look at all 
land as being agricultural land. 
Lund is a cattle farmer. He once 
referred to protected wilderness 
areas as “sterilized land” or land 
with no value. This gives us a clue 
about the inner workings of top 
conservative minds in the province. 
Lund and his colleagues, therefore, 
look at all forests and wild animals, 
including threatened woodland 
caribou and grizzlies, as being crop 
species, to be harvested and con- 
verted into cash revenues. 


When oil and gas revenues 
crashed during the early 1980s, the 
government went on a wild diversi- 
fication spree. After the dust settled 
and all the forest management 
agreements were in place, virtually 
all of Alberta’s forests were allocat- 
ed for clear-cutting. 

By the mid-1990s a full 20 per 
cent of Alberta’s forested landscape 
had been fragmented and 
destroyed by the energy industry. 
In the wake of this industrialization 
of the landscape, Mother Nature 
and wilderness were on the run. 

Most. Conservative politicians, if 
you gave them the strongest avail- 
able truth serum, would admit that 
protected or natural places are 
those places that remain after most 
of the trees are removed and the 
Earth has given up its oil, gas and 
coal reserves. To a great mind — 
Ty Lund’s — the sum of the parts is 
greater than the whole, when it 
comes to wilderness. To Lund, 
wilderness is worthless until it is 
dismantled and sold. Every grizzly 
bear, every aspen tree, bull trout 
and rock has its price. 

Fortunately, there has been a 
huge vocal backlash against the 
Natural Heritage Act. Opposition 
parties and environmental groups 





have rallied against the bill. The 
Environmental Law Centre pro- 
duced a scathing critique of the bill 
and Ty Lund has responded, saying 
he will change elements of the bill. 
I believe some of the wording will 
change. However, the intent will 
remain the same and the door will 
remain open for the almost whole- 
sale industrialization of Alberta’s 
wilderness. This will happen unless 
the general public demands a natur- 
al protection act that defends biodi- 
versity, protected species and the 
preservation of representative 
tracts of wilderness and parks in® 
every natural region in Alberta. 

I believe it is time for all 
Albertans to stand up and defend 
wild Alberta. Become active — join 
a group like the Western Canada 
Wilderness Committee, and phone, 
fax or write Premier Ralph Klein 
and express your concern about 
this Draconian bill and the intended 
sell-off of Alberta wilderness. Do it 
for your children and grandchildren 
because, hopefully, they will place 
a rauch higher value on nature and 


- wilderness than does our genera- 


tion and our leaders.

ou've been caught by police for trying to 
pick up a prostitute. But you might be 
able to avoid court and a criminal record 
if you pay $400. It isn’t a bribe — it’s the 
price tag attached to John School, a form of 
alternative measures for adults. Hundreds of 
men have chosen the option since it was 
launched in Edmonton three years ago. A 
shockingly low number have been caught 
reoffending. Out of 550 men who have com- 
pleted the course, only three have been 
charged again. That's less than .5 per cent. 
Kate Quinn believes John School delivers 
an emotional and educational one-two 
punch. The executive director of the 
Prostitution Awareness and Action 
Foundation of Edmonton says the school 
decreases the number of repeat offenders. 
“For a number of the men it is a wakeup 
call and it gives them a chance to think about 
their actions and the impact on others,” said 
Quinn. 
One night last summer, 21-year-old Jacob 
(not his real name) cruised the drag with a 
couple of buddies. He insists none of them 


had ever been to a prostitute. But that night 
the trio stopped to talk to one. After a few 
minutes of conversation, they drove away, 
only to be pulled over by police 

Rather than face charges of communicat- 
ing for the purposes of prostitution, Jacob 
was offered a spot at John School. For the 
price of admission, he avoided a possible 
criminal record. He says the eight-hour 
course changed his mind about sex for sale. 

“Why would I wanna do something like 
this if the person I'm doing it with is gonna 
have so many problems after? The pimps and 
the way everything works in there. I definite- 
ly wouldn't be caught there again,” said 
Jacob. “Not even driving by. Like if I’m dri- 
ving through downtown, I drive completely 
away from that area.” 

Police admit not everyone will be won 
over by John School. “At least with John 
School they have to accept some of the 
responsibility for what they’ve done,” said 
Det. Guy Pilon, a member of the Edmonton 
Police Service vice detail. “You’re not gonna 
get a much better recidivism rate than that 
and I think that the program is very very suc-

But that opinion isn’t shared by one of 
Canada’s foremost experts on men who buy 
sex. Dr. John Lowman, with the Simon 
Fraser University criminology department, 
virtually spits out the words “John School”. 
He refers to it as “moral entrepreneurism 
gone mad.” Lowman studied johns who 
appeared in Vancouver courts between 1986 
and 1992. The recidivism rate was only two 
per cent. This is proof that John School does 
not make johns accept responsibility for 
what they’ve done, he says. In fact, it just lets 
them off the hook. 

“Why do we need John School when the 
repeat offense rate is so low? What is the big 
deal about reducing a two per cent reoffense 
rate to half a per cent? Give me a break. 
Haven't the police got something better to

Alberta considers

ew laws passed by the Mani- 
Ny toba government allow police 

to impound vehicles from johns 
cruising for prostitutes. If found 
guilty of prostitution-related offens- 
es, the johns lose their cars or cash 
bonds equal to the value of the car. 

“It has worked tremendously 
well to get traffic out of residential 
neighborhoods,” said James 
O'Connor, press secretary to Mani- 
toba Justice Minister Vic Toews. 
“The goal of the legislation is to 
protect communities.” 

During sting operations, police 
can impound vehicles from anyone 
charged with communicating for 
the purposes of prostitution. Cars 
can be “bailed out” but either the 
vehicle or the bail are awarded to 
the province if the accused is found 
guilty. 

But the tactic is getting mixed 
reviews in Edmonton. Heather 
Forsyth, the Calgary MLA responsi- 
ble for new laws that allow police 
to detain minors involved in prosti- 
tution for up to three days, said she 
is impressed by the Manitoba law. 
Impounding cars could serve as an 
effective deterrent, she suggested. 

When Forsyth recently told 
Calgary newspapers that she likes 
the idea, it had an immediate effect 
on the number of people cruising 
for prostitutes in that city, she said. 
Police noticed “a huge decrease” in 
johns on the prowl following her 
remarks.

their families. 
“The intent, obviously, is to send 
a very strong message. I wonder i

“Sometimes you get johns walk 
ing right up to you. Or they get 
rental cars or they use their wife's 
car. I've been picked up in cabs!”

But tragic struggles still weigh heavy in the songwriter’s new CD

W§f have a certain fascination for tragedy,” deadpans Susie 
[incest from a service station pay phone some- 
where in New Jersey, before she erupts with laughter. 

This is no revelation at all to anyone who has heard the 
country-blues tinged balladry of her alter-ego, Oh Susanna. 
For Oh Susanna, tragedy comes in at least as many shapes 
and sizes as her characters’ ties to it. Her new CD, 
Johnstown, for example, is named for the flood that went 
down as the greatest natural disaster in 19th-century 
America, but the flood itself is not the entire story to 
Ungerleider. It is as much the many days and years of small- 
er tragedies — the ongoing and wilful neglect of the town’s 
dam that culminated in such a great loss of life and property 
— that fascinates her. 

“It was the deliberate neglect of this dam that created this 
crazy accident,” Oh Susanna marvels. “There's the destruc- 
tion, the upheaval, and then everybody’s picking up the 
pieces and finding out that they have some kind of redemp- 
tion afterwards, even though it’s so senseless.” 

A world over which Oh Susanna rules is a hard one in 
which to live, as she loves to plunk her creations down in 
the middle of just such unpleasant messes to see how they 
respond. If there is a bright side to such a confounding exis-

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tence — and if you 
ean call it a bright 
side — it is that 
Goddess Susanna 
loves just as much to 
include herself in the 
experiments. She will 
try on any persona, 
from the fatalistic, 
self-destructive whore 
killer of the CD's title 
track to the tri- 
umphant warrior hero of Pueblo, and walk around in it for a 
while — for entertainment value, for fun, sometimes only to 
see where it takes her. 

“That’s the beauty of songwriting,” she insists. “You can 
be anything you want. You create this narrative and you cre- 
ate this theatre, and people’s minds will be triggered more 
than if you just said it was you. 

“In daily life, we’re always acting like something or some- 
one else, anyway. Masks are important — they let people be 
something that maybe they really are. That’s the neat thing 
about being on stage, being able to pretend that I'm these 
different people for a moment. I get to externalize some 
things that it otherwise may not be appropriate for me to 
expose if I wasn’t on stage.” 

As hard as life can be in Ungerleider’s imaginary world, 
Johnstown does hold a little something new for some of her 
characters — love and a hint of the possibility of a happy 
ending. 

“Yeah. I needed those,” she chuckles again, referring to 
the CD’s brighter moments, “as I’m sure everybody wanted 
for me. 

“They came from a feeling of getting out of the darkness 
and having more love and wanting to write songs that 
reflected not only something that I wanted, but something 
that was happening in my life. And that’s just what hap- 
pened.” 

Those songs, she says, did not necessarily come easily. 
The darker moments in her emotional history have always 
been the easier ones for Ungerleider to share, and when it 
came time to show something different, what did she find? 

“It's hard to open up, show some vulnerability. It’s way 
easier to be critical and harsh; to actually be moved towards 
innocence and vulnerability and love sounds really hokey. 

“But once you start doing it,” she continues, “it becomes 
easier and you become much happier. You let yourself off 
the hook. 

“The most cynical people are usually disillusioned ideal- 
ists. You need to embrace your idealism in a way that you 
have knowledge of bad stuff and you know things fuck up a 
lot, but you somehow move back toward being a little more 
innocent and fresh.”

orby Lund, bass player for The 
fjsnaus is a pretty happy guy 

these days. The group has sort- 
ed out legal problems with bank- 
rupted independent Cargo Records 
and secured a new distribution 
deal with the much more reputable 
Outside Distribution. The country- 
flavored Corb Lund Band is enjoy- 
ing a fair amount of success and 
hopes to have a new album soon. 
And most importantly, The Smalls 
celebrates the release of its brand 
new CD My Dear Little Angle Sat- 
urday, April 10, with a punkfest- 
style concert at the Old Strathcona 
Arts Barns (10330 - 84 Ave.). 

Lund was in a talkative mood 
recently, after he drove up ona 
new motorbike. Well, new to him. 
He'd got it out of the Bargain 
Finder from an old Austrian. 

“The only ones I really like are 
the old dirty ones,” he said of his 
new wheels. “I don’t like shiny 
ones. All bikes are pretty cool, but 
it’s really an issue of whether or 
not someone went out and 
researched and found the perfect 
bike they really wanted or just 
walked into a shop and put down a 
bunch of cash and bought the 
shiniest one they could find. 

“Tm not a big fan of buying new 
things, period,” he continued. “All 
my instruments are used. I’m kind 
of uncomfortable with a new gui- 
tar because they don’t feel like 
they have a soul yet.” 

Ahh, the legendary non-commer- 
cial attitude of The Smalls. Coming 
out of small-town Alberta and 
soon relocating to Edmonton, 
these guys have been taking the 
musical road less travelled for 
years. And Lund doesn’t foresee 
that changing too quickly. 

“Dug and I have been directly 
involved in nearly every aspect — 
from booking shows to making 
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The Smalls’ new ‘hee is called My Dear Little Angle. 


records to printing T-shirts to tour- 
ing — (and) it’s really difficult for 
us to hire somebody,” he said. 
“We're so savvy about the music 
business that it.is really tough for 
us to sit back and watch some- 
body fuck up when we know we 
can do it better.” 

Doing it themselves, The Smalls 
have accomplished a lot. 

“We've got a fanatical grassroots 
following throughout Western 
Canada. We sell more albums than 
a lot of bands on major labels in 
Canada, We tour everywhere and 
make a living,” he said. 

Unfortunately, Lund figures the 
band has hit a ceiling of Western 
Canadian support and needs to 
make a move, possibly to the 
United States. “I think it depends 
on the new album,” he said. “The 
only way for us to get bigger in 
Canada is for us to get airplay on 
the radio but, for some reason, the 
Bear doesn’t like us . . . If you can't 
get the support from the local hard 
rock radio station, what the fuck 
are you going to do?” 

It’s then you realize the do-it- 
yourself methods of The Smalls 
now aren't employed entirely 
through a choice of the band. To 
hear Lund tell it, they'd love to get 
a record deal, if only the right one 
presented itself. 

“Not every Smalls’ song would 
work on the radio but some of 
them would if they were promoted 
the right way,” he said. But‘he 


doesn’t think that will happen 
because he says Canadian record 
labels don’t have the power to take 
risks on new bands. Often all they § 
can do is promote poor-cousin 
copycats of commercially success- 
ful international bands that don't 
have broad appeal outside Canada. 

“Nine times out of. 10, Canadian 
bands signed to Canadian labels 
suck. The Hip are one of the few 
Canadian bands signed to a label 
that I actually like. But bands like 
Our Lady Peace, I Mother Earth, 
the Headstones, Junkhouse — 
they all suck. None of those bands 
will stand the test,of time., Nobody 
is gonna say in 10 years, ‘Junk- 
house was a great band.’ 

“Maybe I’m wrong but I think 
they're all artificially supported by 
the Canadian music industry.” 

Taking shots at the Canadian 
music industry doesn’t seem to 
bode well for The Smalls scoring a 
Canadian record deal, But it does 
bode well for the band strengthen- 
ing its already fervent cult follow- 
ing. Because if there’s one thing 
the band has always been about, 
it’s honesty with fans. 

“Some people say that you 
shouldn't give a shit what the audi- 
ence thinks, but I disagree,” Lund 
said. “Music is like a language; a 
good show is like a meaningful 
conversation. If you’re playing all 
the time — no matter how good it 
is — if nobody is getting it then it’s 
a waste of time.”

Music of Cormier's sout

Preview 
by Cape Breton-native parents, J.P. Cormier 
Cormier was a child prodigy of Sidetrack Café 
sorts on guitar — then later on fid- Monday, April 12 


dle, mandolin and other instru- 
ments — and began picking up jobs in Nashville bluegrass bands when 
he was just in his mid-teens 

“Eventually, I just got tired of that,” Cormier said from his current 
home outside Cheticamp, Cape Breton. “It’s hard to see the value in what 
they do down there after a while. It’s not the most artistically-pleasing 
place to work because you don’t really get to do what you want to do. 
You do what somebody else does or tells you to do.” 

So in the mid-1990s, Cormier and his piano-playing wife, Hilda 
Chiasson-Cormier, recorded an instrumental album entitled Return to 
the Cape, which precisely describes what they did in their life as well. 
Since then, the multi-instrumentalist has struck up a fruitful relationship 
with the Ontario-based Borealis label, releasing a critically-acclaimed 
and pleasantly successful singer/songwriter album, Another Morning, 
and a new-to-the-shelves instrumental follow-up entitled Heart and Soul. 

More importantly, Cormier has returned to the music he loves. 
Claiming he has never been through a day without hearing a Cape Breton 
fiddle tune, he’s now an unabashed proponent of the traditional form, 
especially the music and the story of Winston “Scotty” Fitzgerald. 

“He was born in White Point in 1914 and he basically single-handedly 
changed the way we perceive Cape Breton fiddle music,” Cormier said of 
Fitzgerald. Without naming names, Cormier readily offers his opinion of 
musicians who, he says, don’t respect the likes of Fitzgerald. 

“If you want to learn how to play Cape Breton fiddle music, you should 
really try to look into the history of it — of the old recordings — before 
you start wandering around telling people you’re a Cape Breton fiddler. 
It can't be bought, it can’t be studied. It has to be earned and lived.” 

Not that Cormier’s music is now strictly traditional Cape Breton. Far 
from it. Both Another Morning and Heart and Soul — though they are 
vastly different records — contain healthy doses of bluegrass, which ulti- 
mately make them much more interesting. 

Cormier (guitar, fiddle, vocals), his wife Chiasson-Cormier, (piano, 
vocals), and cousin Gervais Cormier (bass, guitar, vocals), perform at the 
Sidetrack Café (10333 - 112 St.) Monday, April 12.

bout a decade ago, I shelled out about $100 to hear pio-

One thing he said made it worth it: “In order to make 
comedy work, things have to go wrong.” 

For a textbook example of this theory, look no further 
than the screenplay by Simon’s brother Neil (yes, that Neil 
Simon!), for the Arthur Hiller film The Out Of Towners, 
which was recently remade. In the original, a married cou- 
ple (Oscar winners Jack Lemmon and Sandy Dennis), goes 
to New York for the husband's job interview. What ensues 
is one goddamn thing after another as whammies and dis- 
asters befall our hero and heroine. 

That was 1970. 
Flash forward to 
1999. The premise 
stays the same. Henry 
and Nancy Clark 
(Steve Martin and 
Goldie Hawn) come 
to New York from 
Ohio so Henry can go 
to a job interview for 
a prestigious advertis- 
ing company. They're a middle-aged couple with their own 
mid-life crises — Nancy is suffering from empty-nest syn- 
drome and Henry’s trying to keep Nancy from finding out 
he got fired from his previous job because he's too old. 

Of course, because he kept this a secret, all sorts of trust 
issues come up for Nancy. They bicker and squabble as the 
veneer of a happily married couple crashes like my hard 
drive with the Melissa viruaso;cinevicjn jwbwonw 
cjnc[onwoid Join{’kjn . 

The Clarks’ personal hell is augmented by a snotty, toad- 
ying hotel manager, Mr. Mersault (John Cleese), with a 
penchant for sneaking into rooms, putting on women’s 
clothes and high kickin’ to Donna Summer's Bad Girls. 
Mersault makes Basil Fawlty (Cleese’s famous hotel man- 
ager role) look like someone shortlisted for the Nobel 
Peace Prize. 

Like the man said: “In order for comedy to work, things 
must go wrong.” The Out-of-Towners is a whirlwind of 
things going wrong with no eye of the storm in which to 
hide. Nancy even flirts with a talent agent (Mark 
McKinney) in order to get a free meal for her and her hus- 
band and this too fucks up with a royal flush.

of poems from Lynn Crosbie’s previously pub- 
lished collections of poetry, as well as some of her 
more recent work. Laden with references to pop cul- 
ture, Crosbie tells twisted versions of history that 
engage and titillate. 

Miss Pamela’s Mercy (for Pamela Des Barres) is a 
lyrical tale full of big names and delirium. Poems 
about Jack the Ripper and homages to Ted Bundy are 
just a few of the cultural icons immortalized yet again 
by Crosbie’s gutsy verse. No stranger to gory imagery 
and not too shy about sex and sexuality, Crosbie 
weaves real-life events and figments of imagination 
into a tapestry that is both strong and colorful. 

With two anthologies of feminist writing under her 
belt (The Girl Wants To and Click), as well as a work 
of critical fiction and editing credit on a poetry 
anthology, Crosbie is heavily immersed in the world 
of Canadian women’s writing. Through waves of free 
verse we experience the bizarre characters of the last 
few decades in a barrage of metaphors. 

Crosbie’s verse attacks and doesn’t let up until the 
theme has been wrestled into whimpering submis- 
sion. While her style might seem overly aggressive at 
first, her penchant for tabloid stories and has-been 
entertainers might actually grow on you after a read- 
ing or two.

When I was 18, though, and 

working on a kibbutz in Israel, 
the volunteer co-ordinator (techni- 
cally my boss), had a crush on me 
that I perhaps, maybe, kind of took 
advantage of.

And I got to 
work where I wanted to and take 
time off when I wanted to.

He never gave up. He made me 
jewelry, brought me food gifts, 
even named a truck after me, 
painting my name on the hood.

Sometimes all the attention made 
me feel uncomfortable. But most 
of the time, while slightly annoy- 
ing, it seemed harmless. If he ever 
pushed things too far, I felt I had 
the power to stop him. 

I hate to bring it up, but ever 
since the famous Bah-bwa inter- 
view, I’ve found myself wondering 
about Monica and Bill's relation- 
ship and the whole sleeping-with- 
your-boss thing. We think we’ve 
sorted it out with harassment laws 
that spell out what constitutes 
inappropriate behavior. But judg- 
ing from the debate that has 
ensued around Monica and Bill 


[’ ve never slept with my boss. 
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and every other boss/employee 
sexual relationship (invited or not) 
that’s been brought to our aiten- 
tion, this is just not the case. 

Some say bosses and employees 
shouldn't mix, end of story. The 
inherent power dynamic makes it 
unfair and unworkable. Others say 
if two adults consent to a relation- 
ship, it’s none of our business. 

My feelings lie somewhere in the 
middie. I mean, practically every 
woman has had some form of 
weird, charged relationship with 
someone in authority in her life. 
And even if he didn’t act on it, 'm 
certain every guy has had a crush 
on at least one teacher during their 
school years. Older, more exper- 
ienced people in positions of auth- 
ority are exciting when you're 
young, inexperienced and without 
much power. Sometimes these 
relationships teach us. I have a 
friend whose affair with her col- 
lege professor has proven to be 
one of the most meaningful of her 
life. In their brief time together, he 
taught her about love and made 
her feel special in a way other 
boys haven't. 

I know another friend who 
worked in a restaurant and started 


ike anyone else, has consequence 


dating her boss. They eventually 
married and now she manages the 
restaurant 

It’s when it doesn’t work out — 
when the bubble bursts — that it 
gets ugly. Especially if your boss 
handles it badly. Suddenly, you 
realize how powerless you are, 
how you need to keep being nice 
to this person to keep your job or 
pass a course, and have little 
means of retaliation. 

I say “him” even though I know 
female bosses are just as capable 
of sleeping with their employees, 
or female teachers with their stu- 
dents. A woman who suddenly 
finds herself in a position of 
power, just like the boys, might 
easily be tempted to succumb to 
the “because I can” urges. But 
because men still have more politi- 
cal and economic — not to men- 
tion physical — power than 
women, the reverse scenario 
doesn’t get quite as ugly, some- 
how. Though people were shocked 
when that teacher in the U.S. got 
pregnant by her teenaged student, 
I didn’t find it hard to imagine she 
could be in love with him. 

And I questioned myself about 
why I automatically thought that. 
If it had been the reverse, I proba- 
bly would not have believed they 
could have been in love. I think it’s 
because | still trust women to be 
less inclined to do stuff just 
“because they can.” 

Some places now have rules that 
restrict dating in the workplace 


entirely. I think that’s a bit unfair 
and mildly insulting. It’s like say- 
ing, “you people are too stupid to 
figure out the complexities and not 
mature enough to handle a rela- 
tionship with someone you work 
with or for, so we won't even let 
you try.” 

To me, it’s simple — it depends 
where your intentions lie. As the 
boss or teacher, are you doing it 
because you can? Because you 
wield the power to get away with 
it? Because if it doesn’t work out 
or if your employee doesn’t res- 
pond to your interest, you can fire 
them or make their lives miser- 
able? Or do you genuinely like the 
person and are prepared to deal 
with the complications, problems 
or fallout that may arise from dat- 
ing an employee? 

Ever since men and women 
have had to work together, the 
potential for romance and the 
potential for the abuse of power 
have co-existed. The following 
quote is from a book called 
History Laid Bare by Richard 
Zacks. It’s from an interview done 
in the 1930s with a former slave. 
She’s talking about her experience 
as a slave girl back in 1860. 

“In them times, white men went 
with colored gals. Any time they 
saw one and wanted her, she had 
to go with him, and his wife didn’t 
say nothin’ ’bout it. Not only the 
men, but the women went with 
colored men too... These things 
that’s goin’ on now ain’t new, they 


been happenin’ . .. My young 1; 
ter tried to go with me, and ’ t 
I wouldn’t go with him he prete); 
ed I had done somethin’ and b« ,; 
me.” 

Thanks to the feminist mov: 
ment in the ’70s, harassment |i; 
have done much to educate an 
eliminate this kind of blatant 
abuse of power. The problem joy 
however, is that harassment laws | 
tend to be interpreted in ridiculo, 
ways, making it easy to discrecijj 
them. 

For instance, when harassme 
laws are used to stop a man fro, 
putting a picture of his wife in a 
bikini on his desk (which appar 
ently happened somewhere in thy 
U.S.), it provides fuel for those 
looking for any reason to under. 
mine this legitimate protection 
“Political correctness is out of (0; 
trol,” they cry. But as far as 'm 
eoncemed, as long as men and 
women are too stupid to recognizd 
behavior that makes another per- 
son uncomfortable, and as long as 
bosses and teachers abuse their 
power, we need them. 

T’'ve got one law that would elind 
inate all of the confusion if we all 
stuck to it: date whoever the hell 
you want — just be prepared to 
respect them in the morning and 
beyond.
